The primiple of businesR combina- 
tions fur the purpose of raisinp prices 
is odious to. public sentiment, and has 
been prohibited by legislation by the 
federal coagreas. aa well aa by the 
legislatures of moat of the atatea.

It p r oeaa d a d 
to hurry a warning to all state ad- 
ministrators and their assiatants that 
the fair price lists were to be con- 
tinued and the margins of profit al- 
lowed retailers on staple conimoditie.s 
would not be varied while the ad- 
minlatratlon waa in exlatenee. ThiB 
wlU be OB til the President pcocUlasa

>r. day or niRht. and ask no questions 
about the pay; and if he docs ask 
about bis pay, some even think he is 
'hard-hearted bocauae he will not visit 
the aiek unless he ie paid for it. 

The medical protoasloB itaelf 1» re- 
sponsible in a great measure for maay 
•r the ideas you expresaod, tdaaa 
which have been handed down from 
generation to Reneration. 

^ eara ago In the seitlcnient oi iliis 
country there were practically no ri'- 
vtrlctions on the practice of medicine, 
and any one who felt s oinellnod 
could get him a few roots and herba, 
visit the sick, and win for himself the 
title; "Doctor." Many of the older 
people can recall knowing doctors of 
thU type. 

Those men went whenever and 
wbenver called and never aaked for 
any pay. They eked out a hare exlst- 
anee, many of them worked at some- 
■hing else for an additional support, 
fhey never made any advancement in 
.he knowledge of iii'-tlicine save that 
which was gained from observation. 

I say ths with all <Ui'- n-spi 1 1 to 
those old pioneerH of medicine. They 
did a giaat awvlee for their respective 
commualtlaa aad ahonid be honored 
tor the work they have so generously 
done. 

Medicine Rradnally became ninre of 
aacience, more restrictions weri> piac- 
eA around It, the requirements be- 
aama men rldd. vatil at the present 
tine yon rarely see a doctor who ta 
not a graduate of a nputable medi- 
oat college. 

The bnslneRH phase of medicine has 
not kepi p:\ee with the scientiflc 
phase.
